It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  introduce  to  you  Blacl^hawk  Christian  School's  first  yearbook. 
The  Lord  has  richly  blessed  our  school  through  the  years.  You  will  notice  that  the  clock  on 
the  faculty  page  indicates  5  O'clock.  This  signifies  the  five  years  Blackhawk  Christian 
School  has  been  in  operation.  During  these  years  the  school  has  grown  from  33  students  to 
217.  The  staff  has  grown  from  4  teachers  teaching  Pre-Kindergarten  thru  4th  grade  to  a  total 
of  14  (12  teachers,  1  administrator  and  1  secretary)  working  with  the  Pre-Kindergarten  thru 
9th  grades.  This  excellent  staff  represents  114  years  of  experience  with  the  experience 
divided  fairly  evenly  between  Christian  and  public  schools.
